Ney! on the work of the country. Educa- 

‘ ‘tion has been given many definitions, 

but underlying them all is the concep- 

tion that it denotes an attempt on the 

part of the adult members of a human 

society to shape the development of 

the coming generation in accordance 

with its own ideals of life. It has al- 

‘ways been thus; as the life of the 

people changed with the trends ef civ- 

jlization, so too, did the education 

proffered to the young iby the people 

of that time. In Ancient Greece, the 

training of the young citizen was 

everywhere in harmony with the 

: Greek ideals of life and culture, so 

We’ find music, literature and artis- 

‘tic culture for the minds, and sys- 

| a tematic gymnastics for the body, for 

f 


1929. The High Schools ‘in the cities 
more are entering every year. So 
we find the High Schools of North 
Amenica, are overcrowded ,and those 
of Europe more popular than ever be- 
fore. And this wider education so 
needed by the young people of today 
can only be given by the High 
Schools, and there only by a flexible 
group of courses from which the stu 
dent may select those he desire best. 
While the Alberta curriculum duthor- 
izes commercial, technical, agricul- 
tural and general courses, as well as 
normal entrance and university, ma- 
triculation, very few schools offer any- 
thing besides the two academic 
courses. However, with the develop- 
ment of industry and agriculture in 
Alberta, a greater. choice wil]l be 
given to all High School students. 
But in rural districts the need’ of 
High School facilities is immediate, 
and it does not solve the problem to 
say these boys and girls can be look- 
ed after in the towns and _ cities, 
away from home. In 1921, the first 
rural high. school at Irma was estab- 
lished, and at the. present time there 
are 15 rural high schools operating 


as a great success by the ratepayers. 
Each: rural high school district is 
formed by a consolidation of from 
two to seven public schoo! districts, 
to establish and maintain one or 
more rooms for education of pupils 
who have completed Grade VII. or 
VUI. The average annual cost of 
such a school is around $2400, of 
which the government will pay one-. 
third, $800, the balance raised jby 
taxation, that averages about $5 per 
year per quarter section. —

In the earlier centuries, Roman ed- 
cation was given entirely in family 
and public.life, It was essentially 
practical, civic and moral, and when 
later a wider intellectual culture was

believed that the education of the

‘school of some, centuries later, was 
‘either to prepare doctors in theology, 
law, or medicine, or gave a general 
‘education of Latin, Greek, grammar 
and rhetoric, etc. All technical tnain- 
‘ing! in the then existing arts and 
crafts was provided for outside of 
tthe school by a very complete system 
‘of apprenticeship. It was only the 
gradual ‘decay of the apprenticeship 
system since the beginning of 
the 19th Century, and the increased 
‘demand for scientific training for in- 
udstry at the end of the last cen- 
tury, that vocational education again 
‘came to the front. But today it is re- 
alized that it is no longer a problem 
Of technical education pure and 
simple, but a much wider one of 
bringing national education in.all its 
stages, primary, secondary and uni- 
‘versity, into closer touch with com- 
‘merce and industry without injuring 
the general education these schools 
‘provide. . 

During the last twenty-five years, 
the changes that have taken place in 
' the world, have completely revolu- 
i : oe tionized life in its social, economic 
e and political aspects. The wireless 
it if ‘telegraph, the radio, aeroplane, auto, 

motorbus and motor truck , have 
i speeded up communication and en- 
‘ ‘larged our knowledge of distant 
{ places, so today we think in terms of 
-world conditions and events. 
i} Many old trades have gone, driven 
3 -out by machines, and new occupa- 
tions are opening up for those who 
‘can design, make and operate ma- 
‘chines. Ours is a machine age, and 
ua. & boy.,.with. a, knowledge of physics, 
mechanics, electricity, chemistry, etc., 
is better equipped to enter these occu- 
‘ations and compete with one who 
lacks this knowledge. So too, in the 
‘business world, a knowledge of econ- 
‘omics, finance, trade, accountancy, 
etc, is an advantage! There is 
scarcely an occupation today in 
which the need for advanced train- 
‘ing is not apparent, if one is to make 
“a success it it, Not only parents, but 
the children themselves have sensed 
the need for more extended training, 
and the pressure to have the necess- 
ary. facilities” has come ‘direct: - from 
the’. ‘Mass of the people. While » ‘the 
elementary school : ‘gives: the tools ‘of 
‘knowledge and a training in.good hab- |. 
its, the High School -must provide 
the broad general training required to 
help children to make suitable choice 
of -life work, to advance in it, and to 
make a~ happy use of their leisure 
time. 

Many industrial countries, United 
‘States, England, Germany, also give 
technical and business courses. 
There are also schools giving trade 
and yocational training on a part time 
“learn while earning” basis. Certain 
industrial _corporations have  estab- 

- lished foreman-training, trade and en- 

gineering schols to supplement the

Investigation has been.made by the 
department of chemistry of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta to reactions of 
mercury with organic salts while in 
the engineering department there 
was an elucidation of some unusual 
conditions having to do with radio- 
oscillation. , 

Study was made by the Depart- 
ment of Entomology in regard to the 
life history of the wire worm and in 
the realm of horticulture. There was 
a new district set aside and planted 
for the study of varieties of small 
frulits and vegetables found suitable 
to Alberta conditions. 

Animal nutrition experiments are 
tbeing conducted by the Department 
of Animal Husbandry and the Poul- 
try Branch. Use of fertilizers on a 
variety of soils are also being investi- 
gated, while the oxidation-reduction 
process in milk have received atten- 
tion by the Department of Dairying.

RESTRICT; HOMESTEAD ENTRY;;: 


Right of homestead entry will not 
be abolished in this province, but 
will be restricted to certain areas and 
be subject to five years’ residence 
qualifications. 

This was definitely indicated Thurs- 
day, when at the afternoon session 
of the legislature Hon. R. G. Reid, 
minister of lands and mines, intro- 
duced the province’s new act for the 
management and disposition of pub- 
lic lands. 

In just what districts homestead 
entry will be permitted has not yet 
been indicated. Questioned in the 
matter, Hon. R. G. Reid stated no 
provisions along this line could be 
made wntil the new lands act has 
been passed. The general plan, it 
was gathered, however, is by with- 
‘| drawing from entry lands in isolated 
and outlying districts to centralize 
settlement in areas already reason- 
ably well served by railways - and 
other facilities. 


A. regular meeting of the City

A letter from the Wetaskiwin Sports 
Association re the fire insurance on 
the skating rink, was laid on the 
table until next meeting. 

A report from the Calgary Power 
Company, enclosing a report on the 
analysis of the water was received. 

The report of Inspector Parker on 
the Mothers’ Allowances was receiv- 
ed. 

Accounts to the amount of $1301.24 
were approved and passed for pay- 
ment. 

Cc. C. Watson, manager of the Bank 
of Montreal was appointed as the 
third trustee for the special savings 
Trust Account covering the utilities 
surplus of the city.

‘Ottawa, Feb. 14—An Indian tomb 
probably the last of its kind that will 
ever be: found’ in Canada, has been 
received: here from British Columbia,

Indian relics in the 
National Museum at Ottawa. The 
tomb isthe work of some member 
of the Musqueams, a tribe of which 
only ‘some :50 remain. It is regarded 
as the:best~'known example of the 


art of the Coast Sailish Indians. 


The. ‘discovery was made.on_ the 
‘north shore of the Fraser river near 
Vancouver, by Harlan L. Smith, Do- 
minion anthropologist, and was 
brought ‘to the National Musuem 
through the co-operation of the De- 
partment of Indian Affairs. 


Elaborately carved, the relic takes 


the form of a wooden  sepulchre |. 
mounted on a _=§boat-like platform 
about eight feet in length: When 


found, the upper part of the tomb, 
whch is shaped like a large box con- 
tained fhones which were interred be- 
fore bringing the relic to Ottawa.

CROP. ROTATION IN RELATION 
TO THE ROOT-ROTS OF WHEAT 


’ (Experimental Farms Note) 

Farmers of the three Prairie Prov- 
inces are more or less familiar with 
the root-rot diseases of wheat and 
the damage which they cause. The 
fungi which produce these troubles 
inhabit even our virgin prairie soil, 
where they have persisted for cen- 
turies on the native vegetation and 
its debris. It is safe to say that all 
our normal goils contain these root- 
rotting’ fungi, no matter what the 
previous cultivation or crop rotation 
has been. Moreover, our fertile soil, 
which contains a fairly large organic 
content, | appears to be very favour- 
able for the persistence of these par- 
asites. } 4 

Until varieties of wheat naturally 
resistant to the root-rots are devel- 
oped, crop rotation and _ cultural 
methods are the only control meth- 
ods available. The possibilities of 
these methods are now being studied 
from experiments located at Domin- 
ion Experimental Stations at Morden, 
Indian ‘Head,. Swift Current, Scott, 
Lethbridge and Lacombe, and at the 
Alberta Schools of Agriculture at 
Olds and Vermilion. 


This study, which began in 1927, 
has not run long enough yet for defin- 
ite results. However, the observa- 
tions obtained to date suggest that 
root-rot damage increases with each 
successive crop of wheat, often to a 
serious extent. Successive cropping 
to wheat is not wise and should not 
be practised, except, of course, 
where other crops cannot be grown 
profitably. A rotation wherein a 
crop, :of oats, barley, sweet. clover, 
alfalfa, timothy, or even ‘western rye 
grass, follows wheat, decidedly Te 
duces root-rot.

Winter wheat is not so well protec- 
ted by crop. rotations as_ spring 
wheat.

About 10,000,000 pounds of fish 
are caught annually in the large 
and smal] lakes of the province of 
Saskatchewan and approximately 
1,400 men are employed in the in- 
dustry. 


Aggregate value of field crops 
grown in Canada in 1930 is offi- 
cially estimated at $631,592,000 and 
total area sown to crops was 62,- 
214,670 acres, an increase over 1929 
of about 1,000,000 acres. 


In a final estimate of the wheat 
production of Canada in 1930, the 
Canadian Government Bureau of 
Statistics. places the total yield at 
397,872,000 bushels, an increase of 
over 2,000,000 bushels compared 
with the previous cstimate. 


From end of September 1930 to 
January 15, 1951, over 26,000,000 
pounds of sugar was produced at 
the beet sugar factory at Raymond, 
Alberta. The industry has grown 
to substantiai proportions in that 
province of late years.

While the child 
is part of the family, he must accept 
his parents’ decision as to the time 
and place for getting and doing 
things; when he breaks off from the 
family, public and social institutions 
will fix the time and place.

Sparks and. Flashes From 


the Anvil at the Legislature 


(T, BY Windross) 


The week has been One of surpris- 
es as well as of much activity in the 
legislature of Alberta. 

To begin: with, the debate on the 
reply to the speech from the throne 
came to a rather inglorious ending 
without the premier taking any part 
in it. In this Premier J. E. Brown- 
lee set a precedent in parliamentary 
procedure. 

Attention was drawn to this fact 
by J. J. Bawlin, Liberal ,Calgary,;who 
spoke on Tuesday afternoon, the day 
the debate on the throne speech end- 
ed. He said: 

“In following the reports of debates 
on the speech from the throne in oth- 
er assemblies and houses of parlia- 
ment, I had formed the impression 
that the usual procedure was, after 
the motion was moved and seconded, 
that the leader of the opposition 
should speak and be followed by the 
leader of the government. In this 
debate the leaders of the Liberal, Con- 
servative and Labor parties have all 
spoken. Where is the leader of the 
Government? , Has the Government 
no leader? 

“The Honorable Premier has 
scarcely been in the house since it 
opened. Has he no interest in’ the 
affairs of Alberta? Or is he afraid to 
speak? Has he no ‘program to lay be- 
fore this assembly? Surely this house 
should follow the well established 
course set by every other assembly 
in the Anglo-Saxon world.” 

To this pointed questioning Prem- 
ier Brownlee as yet has made no re- 
ply. The only explanation of the ac- 
tion of the head of the government in 
not speaking during the initial de: 
bate of the legislature comes from 
one of his cabinet ministers, who 
stated efter the house had adjourned, 
“The Premier thinks there is nothing 
he could say now that he won’t have 
an opportunity to say later in the 
house.” : 

Some wise words were spoken by 
some of the members with regard to 
the position of farming in the prov- 
ince. J. C. Buckley, U.F.A., of Gleich- 
en, warned the province against a 
stampede where mixed farming is 
concerned. He stated that foreclosure 
had been resorted to in the cases of 
470 farmers in his constituency, but 
despite that the conditions in the 
south of the province were not alto- 
gether disheartening. He warned the 
country, however, that a stampede in- 
to mixed farming would defeat its 
own ends. 

F. R. Falkener, Liberal, Athabaska, 
in a maiden speech of merit, stressed 
the resources of his own section of 


‘\ the province and expressed disap- 


pointment that the speech from the 
throne had not indicated any: definite 
plans for developing those resources. 

And thus the debate on the govern- 
ment’s throne speech was allowed by 
the cabinet to die out in dull embers 
with never a flash of illumination or 
a definite proposal from the admints- 
tration, and on Wednesday afternoon 
the house got down to its routine bus- 
iness. The prophet who said the ses- 
sion was going to be dull has a fair 
chance of proving himself a reliable 
prophet, but the end is not yet, and

$2,403. 

In addition to this Dr. Scott is 
commissioned to complete his work 
of revising the provincial statutes and 
for this the government has agreed 
to pay him eight quarterly payments 
jof $1,125, a total of $9,000. The work

UNEXPECTED CONDITION 
IN MINING INDUSTRY IS 
CAUSE OF APPLICATION 


Edmonton, February 14.—Second 
reading was given the Unemployment 
Relief Act in the legislature Friday 
on the motion of Premier J. BE. 
Brownlee. The motion was carried 
unanimously and the bill was ad- 
vanced to the committee stage. 

Passage of second reading came 
just as the House rose at 6 p.m. for 
the week-end adjournment and at 
the end of two afternoons of spirited 
debate in which all groups took part, 
with the exception of Conservatives. 

Alberta is asking an additional un- 
employment relief grant from the 
Dominion in view of the totally un- 
expected situation that has develop- 
ed in its mining industry, Premier 
Brownlee said. 

Debating the bill to ratify the un- 
employment relief agreement be- 
tween ths province and the Federal 
Government, Mr. Brownlee intimated 
that already the Provincial Govern- 
ment had made representations to 
the Dominion along these lines. 

“We have suggested,” he added, 
“that when the agreement between 
the Federal Government and _ this 
province was concluded this particu- 
‘lar situation could not possibly have 
been foresen, and that consequently 
special consideration is amply | war- 
ranted.” pet 

Sharp exchanges took place at 
various stages of the debate between 
Government and Liberal members, 
but in the end all agreed on tte gen- 
eral principle of unemployment relief. 

The debate was terminated by the 
Premier, who began it, and he 
pointed out in reply to criticisms by 
Mr. Howson that the finances re- 
ceived in respect to this agreement 
from the Dominion were in the na- 
ture of a gift and were payable within 
a reasonable time. In view of the 
fact that they were a gift, then it 
was umreasonable for the Province 


to insist on a stipuluated time for 
payment. 

Hon. O. L. McPherson, Minister of 
Public Works, was the first speaker. 
He refuted allegations made during 
the debate Thursday by Joseph M. 
Dechene, Liberal, St. Paul, and L. A. 
Giroux, Liberal, Grouard, to the ef- 
fect that political favoritism should 
be played in the allocation of relief 
work. He brought forward docu- 
mentary evidence to prove that deal- 
ings with the municipality in the St. 
Paul riding’ mentioned by Mr. De- 
chene, had een on a high plane and 
felt that any delay” occasioned could 
not be placed at the door of govern- 
ment.

the police. It does no detective 
work.

tablished and built the first Metho- 
dist Mission, which was afterwards 
burnt down, the foundation of which 
can be plainly seen. Behind the old 
Mission site is the old Indian burial 
ground, where a large number were 
buried during the smal!pox epidemic 
in the early days. The old trail to 
the Jasper House passed by the Mis- 
sion. Towards the bend of the lake 
the Hudson’s Bay Company had a 
trading post and fort. I would sug- 
gest that something should be done 
and that Pigeon Lake should get en- 
couragement from the Government, 
when so much money has been spent 
on lakes in Albetra not nearly as 
beautiful or historic. 


The Minister of Agriculture came 
in for a little good natured criticism 
in regard to Pigeon Lake, and maybe 
one of these days he may accept the 
offer of the Member for Leduc to take 
a trip out West and see what a good 
lake looks like. 


Quite an appeal was made for the 
settlers and homesteaders in the un- 
rganized districts—the pioneers and 
builders of the province. Men: who 
hewed their way through bush, forded 
sloughs and rivers, waiting with fond 
hope that in the distant future that 
great hope of the settler, the railway, 
would soon be with them, and in 
some cases hoping against hope, but, 
although in some cases, not having 
as far to go when they first home- 
steaded, it is still a long way to an 
outlet. In parts of the constituency of 
Leduc there are settlers who have no 
roads in or no roads out. What is to 
be done? Is this going on for ever? 
Will this Government place _ them- 
selves in the position of these set- 
tlers? What can be done? Will they 
suggest something, or better still, do 
something? Petitions for roads are 
coming in all the time, and the cry is: 
“Give us roads! Give us roads!!” 
These people are miles away from a 
telephone, and jn case of sickness 
have to drive miles to telephone for 
a doctor. You who live in. a city with 
everything within your reach, cannot 
realize what a hard fight the home- 
steader is putting up. There would 
ibe no city of Edmonton if it had not 
been for the early pioneers, whom we 
have to thank for commencing the 
foundation of what is here today. 

Something should be done in re- 
gard to telephones. All over the 
coumtry they are being taken out. 
One can go for miles with a_ tele 
; phone line with very few telephones 
attached. The farmer, feeling the 
stress of hard times, realizes that 
!the expense is too great. If it was 
possible to cut the cost per month, 
[eeurers would no doubt keep their 
| telephones, butt they cannot pay the 
present toll. Telephones are being 
taken out where they don’t want them 
and where they do want them they 
cannot get them. The rural telephone 
service should be investigated at 
ionce with the view to serving the 
| eounery elds more effectively. 

The Attorney-General’s Department 
is to be congratulated on the stand 
that they have taken in regard to 
their efforts to bring about the prose- 
cutions as to a number of fake real 
estate deals. Farmers in some cases 
have lost their life savings, and real 
estate agents should be bonded. The 
real estate agent who hag been in the 


business for. years, will welcome the ; 


‘bonding. Before a ‘license is issued, 
the integrity and the honesty of the 
applicant should be investigated, and 
if his past record hag not been of the 
best, no license should be issued. 

The attention of the members for 
Edmonton was called to the old Hud- 
son Bay fort which originally stood 
on the river bank below the present 
Parliament Buildings, and the Mem- 
ber for Leduc suggested that they 
should do their utmost tc have the 
‘Government re-erect same, as a mon- 
ument tothe old timers, and to be 
used as a museum for relics of a by- 
gone age, and providing the Govern- 
ment would not do so, the Old Timers’ 
Association should be -approached 
with a view to starting a public sub- 
scription. 

The needs of the Leduc Constitu- 
ency were very well covered and a 
strong plea was made for gravel 
roads.
